which the windows face and the obstructions 
to the light. The most effective way of furnish- 
ing this information is to draw a plan of the 
room to the scale of one quarter inch to the 
foot. 

This booklet deals especially with Beaver 
Finished Wall Board. This board takes the 
place of both lath and plaster. It eliminates 
unsanitary wall paper. It can be painted with 
an oil or cold water paint. 
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It is susceptible to the finest artistic decora- 
tion, whether it be frescoing, tinting or hand 
painting. The only limit is the skill of the 
decorator or artist. This board is used for 
private dwellings, offices, stores, colleges, club 
houses, summer cottages, public halls, churches 
and theatres. No building is too humble nor 
is there any too fine for its use. It is the 
ideal wall and ceiling material.

is made of pure wood fibre, specially treated 
and subjected to great pressure. It is made 
in panels of various sizes, but of a uniform 
thickness of a scant 3-16 of an inch... It has.a 
mat or pebbled surface; it is light, but tough 
and strong. It will resist a steady pressure of 
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440 pounds when placed on studding centered 
at 16 inches. This is a greater strain than is 
ordinarily upon walls and ceilings. . In 
the manufacture of this board care is taken 
to cross the fibre to render it a sound deadener. 
It is the ideal wall and ceiling material for this 
reason. It is used for partition walls, telephone 
booths, consultation closets and other purposes 
requiring a sound-deadening material. 

The crossing of the fibres likewise make it 
a non-conductor of heat and cold. Buildings , 
finished with it are warm in winter and cool in 
summer. ,

AN ARTISTIC CEILING 
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HEAT, COLD AND SOUND. 

Beaver Board is efficient in retarding sound 
and holding heat and cold, because of its 
fibrous nature. Heat, cold and sound follow 
the line of least resistance which in a fibre is 
along its length. The line of conduction is 
broken to meet this condition. The fibres are 
erossed and recrossed so that the heat and 
cold and sound waves are scattered and spent. 
To insure the greatest possible resistance to 
these waves of sound, heat and cold, Beaver 
Board is made up in three ples. Around the 
fibres of each section are minute air spaces or 
eclls, which are filled with still air. Still air 
is the best non-conductive material known. 


SOUND DEADENING. 

The following table by Professor Sabine of 
Harvard University shows the relative merits 
of various materials as sound deadeners. This 
table is supplemented by the result obtained in 
comparative tests with Beaver Board. The 
unit of measure is the absorbing and deadening 


power of one cubic meter (39.37 cubic inches) 
of still air.

The following table shows the relative heat 
and cold conductive power of the various 
materials listed, based on the quantity of heat, 
in units, transmitted per square foot per hour 
by a plate one inch thick, the two surfaces 
differing in temperature 1 degree.

Beaver Board is not fire-proof, but is slow 
burning and fire resisting. The surface of 
Beaver Board, without any fire-proofing treat- 
ment resists fire for a longer period than wood. 
Buildings finished with Beaver Board there- 
fore obtain the same insurance rate as those 
finished with plaster.

Beaver Finished Wall Board is used for 
partitions in office buildings. In one set of 
Buffalo offices the partitions were of matched 
lumber and Beaver Finished Wall Board. A 
fire in this office consumed the lumber, but 
beyond scorching the Beaver Board did no 
damage to it, and the fire was retarded causing 
the opening remark. 


COMPARATIVE COST. 


In plastering you pay for the material and 
labor necessary to cover the doors and 
windows and other openings, not exceeding 
60 sq. ft. In covering closets it is also the cus- 
tom to charge for an additional one-half of the 
area covered. If the shelves, hook rails, etc., 
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are in place, the area is doubled. ‘Triangles 
and other irregular spaces are measured as 
though square, the longest leg or edge being 
used as a base. Do not pay for labor and 
material not received.

In using Beaver Board only the quantity 
actually necessary to cover the wall is pur- 
chased. Allowance is made for windows, doors 
and other openings. Anyone with a hammer 
and saw can apply the board. No charge for 
labor not rendered. 
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Plaster after being applied must be sized 
and papered. Beaver Board can be painted 
with an oil paint. The cost of an oil paint is 
cheaper than paper. It is far more durable. 
It is not true economy to save on the purchase 
price alone—you must also save on the cost of 
maintenance. Use Beaver Board and do both, 
and so practice the truest kind of economy. 

It is a common occurence for plastered 
ceilings to fall. Personal injury frequently 
accompanies it. Watch your newspaper for 
these accidents. Their number will surprise 
you. 


To receive warning by the cracking and 
loosening of the plaster is bad enough, but 
how much worse to have apparently good 
plaster drop without any warning. This is not, 
because of the quality of the plaster, neither. 
is it because of the workmanship. It is caused: 
by the lack of sufficient elasticity in the plaster. 
to conform to the shrinking and expanding of 
timbers, and the settling of the house, and is 
also caused by the use of poor lath. 


Beaver Board possesses the required elasti- 
city to meet the ordinary shrinkage and expan- 
sion of the timbers, also strain ordinarily 
experienced when the building settles. It will 
not crack or fall. | 
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An important feature in comparing the cost 
of Beaver Board with that of lath, plaster and 
wall paper is the fact that frequent cost of 
repapering and even replastering is saved. 
The cost of maintenance is represented only by 
the expense of the Beaver colors and paints 
for tinting, and they are supplied at a nominal 
charge.

Its lines are 
straight but not conventional. Slight changes, 
which alter the whole scheme, are possible. 
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It is a wainscot and frieze design. The wain- 
scot may be either 6 ft. or 7 ft. in height, 
though the latter height is recommended. 
Panels 32 inches wide are used. These panels 
are nailed directly to the studding and then

painted with an oil or cold water paint of any 
desired tint or color. At a height of 18 inches 
or two feet from the bottom, a 3-inch batten is 
placed, another 12 or 18 inches from the top; 
the panel is now divided into three parts. The 
lower section is No. 1, the middle section is No. 
2 and the top No. 3. Next the vertical seams 
or joints are covered with a batten 3 inches in 
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width. Section 1 and 2 are then finished by 
running 3-inch or smaller battens diagonally 
from corner to corner. Section 2 by running 
a batten parallel to the battens covering the 
vertical seams and equidistant from them. 

The wainseot is now complete, except for 
the crown or top molding. Before this is put 
in place, the frieze must be finished. This 
frieze is made of long panels of the proportion- 
ate width. It is decorated in light color and 
stenciled with an appropriate design. 

The crown or top molding used for top of 
wainscot may be either a molding of simple 
design or a narrow wall shelf. 

In section No. 3 there can be placed coat 
hooks, offering a silent but forceful invitation 
to the guest to hang up his hat, remove his coat 
and make himself at home.

are used for finishing the balance of the walls. 
These panels are decorated in such a manner 
as to blend from the colors of the wainscot 
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into the light color of the ceiling. The ceiling - 
to be finished in a beamed effect by using long 
panels and false beams. All woodwork to be 
finished in harmony with furniture.

Here the family gathers at regular hours to 
partake of the food necessary to physical well 
being. ‘‘Good Cheer’’ is the motto to be fol- 
lowed in its finish and furnishings. A feeling 
of good felowship should be here cultivated. 
Eating for the sake of eating is bad. The 
social side should be developed; so when the 
family gather around the board, the thought is, 
again we gather for our family’s social hour.

Nature teaches us many things, among which 
is the doctrine of no waste. To utilize waste 
of every description is the aim of economists. 
The area of attic space wasted each year in the 
United States, if finished in sleeping apart- 
ments, would acommodate over one-half the 
population. Do you get the best use of your 
attic? Or is it only a store room? The catch- 
all for cast-off articles. . 

Of course it is not practical to use plaster 
in finishing attics, because the exposed posi-

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tion causes the timbers to contract and expand, 
cracking the plaster. Beaver Board has suf- 
ficient elasticity to conform to the ordinary 
changes so occasioned and will not crack. The 
non-conduetive quality of Beaver Board checks 
the heat from the direct rays of the sun on the 
roof in the summer and in the winter prevents 
the heat from passing out through the roof. 


An Attic Bed Room. 


You can, therefore, save the waste space of 
the attic by using Beaver Board, finishing it off 
into attractive and habitable dens, recreation 
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rooms, billiard rooms, nurseries or comfortable 
sleeping rooms. 

The saving in the cost of heating the house, 
after it is finished with Beaver Board, will 
surprise you. These and other savings ac- 
complished by Beaver Board reduce its cost 
below that of any wall and ceiling material. 


LEADING SCIENTISTS TELL US 


that the transmission of heat and cold from 
interiors to exteriors, and vice-versa, through 
the walls of the house, attic or room, can be re- 
duced about one-half by lining same with a 
non-conductive material, such as Beaver Board, 
which forms closed air spaces between the 
studding. 

To illustrate: during the winter months, as- 
suming that the average temperature of the 
house is 70 degrees Fahr., and that the attic 
before lining is 20 degrees, after lining the 
average temperature of the attic will be about 
40 degrees, and the difference between the 
temperature of the house and the attic will 
be about 30 degrees instead of 50 degrees, 
thereby making a saving of 20 degrees in the 
loss of heat by transmission. 3 

The same principle holds true during the 
hot months of summer. Lining the roof-beams 
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and studding with Beaver Board forming 
closed air spaces, reduces in the same pro- 
portion the heat caused by the direct rays of 
the sun on the roof. 


The third floor or attic has been taken as an 
example for it is probable that more heat is 
lost there than in any other part of the house. 
The gain or loss resulting from good or bad 
insulation under the roof affects the tempera- 
ture of the whole house so that’ by the ex- 
penditure of a little money in the lining of the 
third floor with the Beaver Board, not only 
gives additional habitable and desirable room 
space but adds to the general comfort of the 
house and reduces the cost of heating it.

The accom- 
panying illustration shows how any office can 
be matched with Beaver Board. The panels 
are nailed toa 2x2 or 2x 4 studding placed on 
16-inch centers. ‘The panel design is arranged 
to conform with the surrounding walls. If, 
as shown in this illustration, it is not desired 
to show the vertical battens, the entire sur- 
face is covered with a decorator’s cambric or 
cheese cloth, applied with paste and then 
painted. When dry, the same trimmings as 
used in the office are nailed in position and 
the work is complete. The result is most satis- 
factory and the walls have the appearance of 
being made of tile and plaster; give longer 
service, and yet can be taken down or moved 
without inconvenience to the tenant and with 
very little expense to the owner. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Beaver Board is the practical material for 
covering the large wall and ceiling areas of 
public and semi public buildings as it resists 
the strain of vibration met in our large build- 
ings, still possessing sufficient elasticity to con- 
form to this strain. It will not crack. 

Beaver Board is practical for office partitions. 
Its lightness and strength combined with the 
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cleanliness and ease of application gives it first 
place among materials for this purpose. 

Beaver Board is a sound deadener. A sound 
deadener of necessity possesses good acoustic 
properties. The ease with which one can be 
heard in halls, auditoriums, churches and other 
publie places, finished with Beaver Board, has 
been remarked by speakers and singers. 

For this reason it is used in finishing aud- 
itoriums, halls, churches, opera houses, thea- 
tres and other public buildings. These same | 
qualities make it the desirable wall and ceiling 
material for apartment houses, lodge rooms, 
offices, consultation closets and _ telephone 
booths; in fact, any place requiring a sound 
deadening material. 

Lastly, but by no means least, it possesses 
susceptibility to artistic decoration. The only 
limit is the skill of the decorator. 


HOW TO USE BEAVER BOARD. 


The successful use of any article depends up- 
on the knowledge of the article possessed by 
the user. It, therefore, behooves everyone con- 
templating the purchase and use of anything 
to first acquaint himself with its nature; then 
the methods to secure the best results. It is 
the purpose of this booklet to acquaint you 
generally with the nature and use of Beaver 
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Finished Wall Board. There are, of course, 
specific cases in which the general rules will 
not apply. Should your need be one of these, 
write us fully about it. We will be pleased to 
give your questions prompt reply. We are 
never too busy. 


NATURE. 


Beaver Finished Wall Board is made of 
shredded pure wood fibre, carefully selected. 
These fibres are pressed into panels of various 
sizes but of a uniform thickness. Wood is the 
basis of this board; it is, therefore, a lumber 
product. It responds to the same treatment. 

In the manufacture of Beaver Board, there 
is a certain percentage of moisture left in the 
board so that after being nailed to the stud- 
ding, it will draw out tightly like a drum head 
forming a firm bard wall. | 


Climatie conditions differ greatly in various 
parts of the country. Where the board is used 
in a dry climate or exposed to heat, the bundles 
should be opened and each panel exposed to 
the air for at least forty-eight hours before 
using so as to become acclimated. This will 
eliminate part of the moisture still leaving suf- 
ficient to produce a firm smooth wall.

METHOD, 


First—Decide upon the panel design. Then 
determine the size panels best suited to this 
design and room. With due care, little, if 
any, cutting will be necessary. See table of 
sizes, pages 9 and 10.

Second—Place headers at least 2 x 2 inches 
between the studding, at the required intervals, 
to which to nail the ends of the board. Nail 
the edges and ends of the panel with Beaver 
No. 14 11-8 inch flat head nails. Keeping the 
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panel flat and even while nailing so as to pro- 
duce a perfect effect. Place these nails three 
inches apart, close enough to the edge to be 
concealed by the beading. Nail the board to 
the intermediate studding with Beaver No. 15 
1 1-4 inch Brad Head Nails, placed three inches 
apart. Countersink the heads of these nails 
and cover them with Beaver Crack Filler, so 
they will be concealed when the wall is painted. 

Third—After the board is nailed in place, 
it is painted or otherwise decorated. Then the 
seams or joints are concealed by beading or 
battens. Attractive and artistic paneling is 
thus procured. A variety is possible because 
of the many sizes in which this board is of- 
fered. Paneling has been, is now, and always 
will be an effective wall and ceiling decora- 
tion. 


Any slight contraction or expansion due to 
climatic changes is accommodated by the draw 
or pressure on the nails and concealed by the 
beading or battens. 


To Cvt Beaver Board—To fit panels around 
windows, doors and, other openings, use fine 
tooth saw or a heavy knife—knife to be drawn 
across the surface of the board, guided by 
any straight edge after which the board may 
be bent back so as to break along the line cut. 
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While board can be fitted to come just un- 
der the edge of the base board, window and 
door trim, it is better to carry it down to the 
floor and clear to the frame of the openings 
so as to provide better insulation. 


DECORATIVE HINTS. 


Beaver Finished Wall Board can be painted 
any color or tint with oil or cold water paint. 
Oil paint is preferred because it is more dur-

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able, and as it permits the cleansing of the 
walls with a damp cloth, and it can also be re- 
painted. If oil paint is used the board is first 
painted with Beaver First Coat Filler and then 
painted one or two coats of the selected color 
as desired. One coat for a flat finish; two 
coats for a gloss. The ceilings should be fin- 
ished first, the border next, and the side walls 
last. 

Water color is applied without the first coat 
filler. The best results are obtained by the 
use of two coats. Delicate shades and tints 
are easily obtained by means of necessary 
colors. When dry the stained or painted bead- 
ing, base board window and door trim, etcet- 
era, is nailed to position. 


The room is then complete ready for im- 
mediate occupancy. 

The permanent and artistic effects so easily 
produced with Beaver Finished Wall Board 
appeal to all. Especially so, since these re- 
sults are obtained at a minimum effort and 
expense. 

After the board is nailed to the studding 
(for the simplicity of this see directions, page 
42, the board is painted the color desired. 
Hither an oil or a cold water paint can be used 
in any tint or color, blend of tints or colors. 
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In the selection of colors it is always well to 
consider the location of the room and the direc- 
tion of its exposure. Then the obstructions, 
either natural or artificial to the ght. In 
a room receiving little light a color possessing 
reflecting rather than absorbing qualities is 
desired. Such a room looks better in white 
than red. 


The colors must also be selected with regard 
to the colors in portiers, rugs and other fur- 
nishings. These having been selected also with 
regard to light.

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PAPER-HANGING IN PANELS 


Excerpt from A. Bryant Parker’s Article in 
Indoors and Out. 


‘It has come about that the better sort of 
wall papers, imported to help make the Ameri- 
can house beautiful, are again hung in panels, 
and this return to the correct principles of 
mural decoration is mainly due to the influence 
of recent architectural achievement, followed 
by an intelligent decorative treatment of in- 
teriors in the styles of the periods indicated by 
the work of the architects.’’ 

‘‘The room paneled in wall papers is good 
from an artistic point of view, presenting a 
series of framed decorative pictures, while not 
the least advantage of this style of wall decora- 
tion is the sanitary feature in the treatment 
of bed chambers, for instance, after the panel 
moldings of wood have been fixed and the 
ceiling has been tinted in distemper, the wall 
spaces around the panels and the moldings 
themselves are painted in oil color, toned to 
suit the woodwork or the background of the 
paper tself. This obviates the use of paper 
in the corners and above the baseboard, and 

renders the walls practically washable, except- 
“ing the panel surfaces, which are easily 
cleansed by a dry process.”’
